parts of the country. In open terri- 
tory our telegraph poles average 
thirty-five to the mile, but where sé- 
vere storms are of seasonable occur- 
rence, or tracks pass through moun- 
tainous regions, there may be fifty or 
more to the. mile, ? 
Rails may be thirty, thirty-three or 
thirty-nine feet in length, depending 
on locality and other conditions. In 
the case of the thirtythreefoot rail, 
which predominates, there are 160 
rail lengths to the mile, and a simple 
method of computing train speeds is to 
count the clicks as the wheels pass 
over these rail joints. The number of 
clicks counted in twenty-two and one 
half seconds of time will equal the 
speed of the train in miles an hour, 
More accurate knowledge of speed 
can be gained by counting the time

along the right of way. With 60 
seconds between posts it is obvious 
the train speed is 60 miles an hour.

quently necessary before a good leg | 
‘ume stand can be established, the! 
jamelioration of the Soil from these 
jimprovements favoring the crop, 
{not only directly, but also indirect-! 
‘ly by fostering the nitrogen gather- 
ing bacteria, which then have a 
much better chance of surviving 
when introduced into the soil. When 
a soil is being «limed for legume 
cultivation it is best to add the 
lime well in advance of seeding to 
give it sufficient time to react with 
the soil before inoculated seed is 
planted. Adding lime together with 
treated seed may result in the de- 
struction of large numbers of leg-i 
ume bacteria. 

In still other cases, non-success } 
may be-simply the result of using 
inferior seed, the crop being thus 
handicapped from the start. The. 
remedy in such cases is obvious, 
Tn considering inoculation it should | 
always be remembered that legume | 
bacteria are living things and may 
be quite powerless to overcome de- 
trimental factors; that . the better 
the soil and cultural conditions, 
the better will be their chance to 
perform their useful work.

A Faith. 

Recont studies in psychology are 
disiiusioning to these who suppose 
that all their ects are reasonable. 
Humanity Hives more in the realm of 
its emotions than-on the high piane of 
reason. We often act on the impulse 
of emotion, and employ reason as ac 
cossory after the fact to justify our 
more or jess unreasonable conduct. 
And religion has much to do with 
emotion. 

Yet conspicuous in religions is that 
appeal in the Bible to the rational na- 
ture of men. “Come, let us reason to- 
gether,” saith the Lord. It is a re- 
markable invitation, but the more It is 
thought upon the less strange it seems. 
God, the author of reason in mankind, 
appeals to reason in his approach to 
men. 

This can never mean that the mys- 
teries of life are easily to be mea- 
sured and defined by the human mind. 
“we know in part, and we prophesy 
in part.” But the knowledge we have 
and the faith in which we prophesy 
wre-both born of reason. The Bible 
reveals to us @-teasonable God. We 
Mve in a reasonablé Universe, free 
from caprice and the whim‘ dé 
Cause and effect proclaim an ordere’ 
system,-and faith discerns benevolent 
intent. 

We have a_ reasonable revelation, 
dealing not with trivialities and incon- 
sequentialities but with the deep and 
permanent needs of human life.

Heart Disease in Children. 


Disturbances of the heart in child- 
ren, automatically divide themselves 
into two groups, those which were pre- 
sent at the time of birth, and“are due 
to defects in development, and those 
which are acquired after birth. 

Congenital heart conditions, or those 
present at birth, are not uncommon. 
They are, as a rule, easily recogniz- 
able, and while they vary materially 
in extent, the majority of themferm- 
inate fatally within a given period of 
time. 

Acquired heart disease is rarely pre- 
sent before the second or third year 
of life, and when found in extremely 
young children, is almost always- due 
to a rheumatic infection. 

Careful examination of echool age 
children shows about one per cent. to 
be suffering from some disturbance of 
the heart. In many instances the pre- 
sence of this disease was unknown to 
the parents or child affected. Rheu- 
matism in some of its forms, St.. Vitus’ 
Dance, Diphtheria or some other in- 
fection was usually found to be the 
cause. . } 

Many of the existing cases of heart 
disease could have beén avoided if ade- 
quate care had been taken at the time 
of the onset of the disease responsible. 
Rheumatism does not necessarily have 
to be present in the form of acute rheu- 
matic fever in order,to damage the 
heart. Such slight manifestations of 
its presence as “growing pains” are 
sufficient -warrant for careful super- 
vision of the child’s activities. Slight 
pain or swelling in the joints, of a 
transient character, should be taken 
very seriously by the parents and | 
physician. ' 

The early recognition of such dis- 
eases as diphtheria and scarlet fever, 
and the prompt action of adequate 
treatment, will do much to limit the 
possibility of the infection involving 
the heart. 

Tonsilitis and disease of the tonstle 
is another common contributing factor 
in the cause of heart disturbances in 
children, not perhaps directly, but as 
possible lodging places for organisms 
which may grow and spread to the 
heart itself. 

The usual symptoms associated with 
early heart disease in children are not 
jas definite ag one would ilke. These

The market this morning was 
large and°was marked by a plentiful 
supply of every kind of produce. 
Several offerings of maple syrup at- 
tracted crowds of buyers. The 
Syrup sold readily at 75c a quart. 
The season so far has been poor 
for syrup. “Sugar’’ weather calls 
for warm days and cold nights 
and the farmers are hoping the 
weather will bea little cooler. Last 
year was splendid for syrup and “he 
belief is that there are rarely two 
good “‘sugar’’ in succession. 
Cakos of sugar were not 
plentiful at ten cents 
each. 

Potatoes sold around two ddllers 
a. bag, Apples. were offered in 
large quantities and ranged . from 
one dollar to one fifty a bag ac- 
cording to qualit¥. Smaller vege 
tables sold as follows: cabhages, 6 
for 25c to 2 for 25c; parsnips, 40¢ 
peck; carrots 40c; turnips, 30¢; 
beets 40c; onions, 8c. 

The inner market was very busy - 
Eggs were plentiful at. thirty cents 
a dozen and butter was from forty- 
two to forty-five cents a pound.

The above map shows the various points at which airship mooring masts 
may be erected on British Empire routes. In Caneda the question of loca- 
_ tions is still engaging the officials of national defense. An expert from Bri- 
tain will shortly assist with the selections. It is desirable to have these 
masts close to places with good railway facilities, but the necessary land 
near such centres is thought to be too expensive for the present. The land 
question is the greatest difficulty for the present. For purposes of compari- 
son mooring masts have been placed in the map at Vancouver, Ottawa, Ment- 
real and Halifax. Only two of the masts are at present in existence, one at 
Cardington, in Bedfordshire, and the other at Ismailia, on the Suez canal. 
A third is in course of erection at Karachi, in northern India. With regard
